WASHINGTON LETTER. 

Washington. Oct. 2, J891. 
President Harrison, owing to the con- 
tinued absence of bis Secretary of State, 
was compelled to drop everything else 
for the greater portion of this week in 
order that he might give his personal at- 
tention to the very peculiar state of af- 
fairs which our minister reported as ex- 
isting at the temporary capital of Chili, 
where it was alleged that American eiti 
/.ens were arrested and a guard placed 
around the Halted States minister's resi- 
dence Mr. Harrison is commended by 
members of nil parties for the manner in 
which be acted in this mutter. It was 
represented to him that there were feel- 
ings of enmity existing between Minis- 
ter Egan and members of the temporary 
Chilian government that should be ta- 
ken into consideration before he acted 
officially, and he is reported to have 
said : ' The personal feelings of Mr. Egan 
and members of the present Chilian gov- 
ernment are not to be thought of at thii 
time. It is the dignity of the (iovern 
merit of the United States that demands 
my first consideration." Ac! m 
cordance with that idea Minister Egan 
waa cabled to demand the immediate 
withdrawal of the guard from the U. S. 
legation and the release of any American 
citizens that may have been arrested, 
and in no long time it was cabled back 
that the demand had been acceded to. 
Had it been refused Mr. Egan was in 
atructed to appeal to Captain Schley of 
the U. 8; 8. Baltimore now at Valparaiso 
for protection', and, Captain Schley 
received instructions to march his force 
of marines to Santiago If ealled upon by 
the minister. In standing by his minis- 
ter Mr. Harrison has undoubtedly taken 
atpopulnr step, but the real question at 
issue is whether a minister to a foreign 
country has a right to allow his legation 
to be used as an asylum. Such a thing 
would not be tolerated in any European 
capital fur an hour, and although it has 
been the custom of the ministers of all 
countries to allow it to all in the South 
and Central American countries where 
revolutions are so frequent, it is doubted 
by the best international lawyers wheth- 
er Minister Egan had any legal right to 
grant asylum to other than citixeus of 
the United States. U is stated here and 
generally believed that the Chilian au- 
thorities were controlled by certain Eu- 
ropean influences which are aulagonisiii 
to the commercial interests of the United 
State, in this matter.

the stream of modern events. 

It did not suggest to the president's 
mind that the arbitrary and unjust re- 
strictions to which he referred point to 
the conclusive evidence that even in 
the colonial days American manufac- 
turing industries, then actually in their 
infancy, needed no artificial nurture or 
defense. Why did the mother coun- 
try think it necessary to impose unjust 
trade restrictions and exactions in or- 
der to secure the American market for 

the British manufacturer? Why did 

she think it necessary to send two 
regiments, and many more with them, 
to Conquer ft market? Obviously for 
the reason that manufacturers w . ie 
springing up in America in spite of tho 
arbitrary restrictions and exactions 
imposed Ivy the British government.
